tive pertaining  to  important  issues  of  policy  and  questions  of 
statewide  importance  ..."   Other  provisions  of  the  act  creating 
the  Legislative  Council  give  it  authority  to  investigate  and 
examine  the  costs  of  state  governmental  activities  and  to  examine 
and  inspect  the  records  of  any  agency  or  institution  of  state 
government.   The  Council  also  has  authority  to  hold  hearings, 
administer  oaths,  and  issue  subpoenas.   Sections  43-709  through 
43-715,  R.C.M.  1947.

In  order  to  expedite  settlement  of  claims  arising  out  of 
automobile  accidents  in  Montana,  the  subcommittee  will  study  the 
feasibility  of  adopting  a  "no-fault"  auto  insurance  plan  such  as 
those  in  effect  or  being  contemplated  in  other  state  legislatures. 

As  many  health  service  corporations  now  offer  programs 
similar  to  those  regulated  under  the  state  insurance  code,  the 
subcommittee  will  examine  the  justification  for  and  the  statutory 
revisions  necessary  to  bring  such  health  service  corporations  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

In  light  of  rising  insurance  rates  on  Montana  school  proper- 
ty which  have  been  brought  about  due  to  loss  factors  in  other 
states  not  applicable  to  Montana,  the  subcommittee  will  study  the 
feasibility  and  desirability  of  establishing  a  self -insurance  fund 
for  public  school  property  in  Montana.

Under  the  general  guidance  of  the  Coiranittee,  the  Legislative 
Auditor  is  responsible  for  auditing  the  financial  transactions 
of  every  state  agency  at  least  once  each  biennium.   The  Auditor 
must  make  a  full,  complete,  written  report  of  each  audit.   A  copy 
of  each  audit  must  be  furnished  to  the  state  controller,  the 
state  agency  audited,  each  member  of  the  Committee,  and  the 
Legislative  Council.   Reports  may  contain  comments,  recommendations, 
and  suggestions,  but  the  Auditor  has  no  power  to  enforce  them  nor 
may  he  otherwise  influence  or  direct  executive  or  legislative  ac- 
tion.  The  Auditor  will,  upon  request,  assist  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  its  committees,  and  its  members  by  gathering  and 
analyzing  information  relating  to  the  fiscal  affairs  of  state 
government.   Sections  79-2301  through  79-2313,  R.C.M.  1947.

Directive;   Chapter  238,  Montana  Session  Laws  of  1971 

The  Environmental  Quality  Council  consists  of  thirteen  mem- 
bers, including  the  Governor,  four  members  of  each  house,  and 
four  members  of  the  general  public  who  are  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.   The  Council  may  appoint  an 
executive  director  who  may  in  turn  employ  as  many  employees  as  are 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  Council's  responsibilities. 

The  primary  function  of  the  Environmental  Quality  Council  and 
staff  is  to  conduct  investigations,  studies,  and  other  research 
relating  to  ecological  systems  and  environmental  quality.   This  in- 
cludes an  evaluation  of  existing  and  proposed  agency  programs,  as 
well  as  current  and  suggested  legislation  in  the  environmental 
areas.   As  a  result  of  their  studies,  the  Council  is  required  to 
develop  and  recommend  to  the  Governor  and  the  Legislative  Assembly 
policies  to  promote  the  improvement  of  environmental  quality  to 
meet  the  conservation,  social,  economic,  health,  and  other  require- 
ments and  goals  of  the  State.   In  the  conduct  of  its  studies,  the 
Council  may  hold  hearings,  administer  oaths,  and  issue  subpoenas.
